But  what  that  was  which  Jane  hi-ard 
we  never  know,  .bccau.*»e  the  siher 
haired  autocrat  mrnle  a  sign  to  Grace 
and  we  entered  the  church,  where  he 
show  us  to  a  seat.  We  were  at.  last 
“setting,”  as  we  had  been  invited'  to, 
and  were  glad  to  rest,  and  l(H)k  around. 
After  all,  there  was  Kttle  to  see,  ami 
we  had  come  to  worship.  Four  white 
walls,  and  a  wlute  ceiling,  si^Tlmge, 
white  shuttered  windows,  stiff  uucum 
j)romisiiig  pews,  and  the  pulpit,  staiul- 
ing  out  in  austere  uuloveliness,  against 
a  back  ground  compose#.!  of  light  blue 
kalsomiue,  and  a  hair  cloth  sofa.

teen.”  Bye  and  bye  a  patient,  worn 
little  minister  ai'ose,  and  prayed  wem- 
ily,  but  w'ith  great  eaibestness,  for 
the  divine  blessing  on  the  flock  under 
his  keej)iiig.  He  loveil  them,  and  they 
wore  not  half  worthy  of  the  good  man, 
'J’hese  two  facts  were  at  otice  appiux-nt. 
Then  they  sang.  Th^  melovleou  w  as 
ittippssing  ue^  of  repaire,  but  it  did 
its  part  bravely,  and  the  member  of 
the  Upi>er  Ten  upheld  the  pinging 
with,  jH-rhaps,  more  zeal  than  knowl¬ 
edge.  Grace  began  a  clear,  pure  alto, 
but  ceaseil  on  becoming  the  “observed 
of  all  observers.”  That’s  another  rea¬ 
son  I  like  Grace.  She  never  courts 
public  attention.
